For rapid work on beer and wine 
with small percentages of alcohol 
the ebulllomater la used.

60 officers commanding 1,000 
guards and servants protected royalty 
and tbelr friends. Recently. President 
Mlllerand, after receiving credentials 
frdm the Papal- Nuncio, Monalgnor de 
ia Cfrrettl. entertained him at lunch¬ 
eon. Thj^'e' were ten servants In the 
castle oiTihat dax. . —« . 

The Preeident rises at seven o*clock 
every morning, and takes a break¬ 
fast of toast, coffee, ham or bacon and 
eggs, while reading ths mbmlog 
papers. M. Mlllerand does not toler¬ 
ate anyone to mark In blue pencil 
such articles as may be thought 
would be Interesting to him. "I ani 
an old newspaper editor myself.** ths 
President told his secretary one day. 
**I can read ths papers as well ias any 
one else." 

A Walk. 

Then comes a long tramp through 
the forest of Ramboulliet, from which 
he returns to lb# castle about 11 30 
to sign whatever decrees as may 
have resehed him from Paris, attend 
to personal telegrkms and other busi¬ 
ness. Luncheon at one o'clock fol¬ 
lowed by a game of checkers or dom¬ 
inoes while smoking his cigar*. Then 
p|e#p until 4.34. 

A tennis qourt Installsd in 1231 
upon the spot where five centuries 
ago stood a hand-ball alley is next 
visited by the President, who plays 
a few sets with his younger sons or 
some . of the latter’s friends. The 
President is very short sighted and 
wears reinforced automobile goggles 
while playing so as to avoid a pos¬ 
sible returti In the face. He Invari¬ 
ably loses’.! 

At 4.30 Mr. Mlllerand reads the 
afternoon mail, tbon has dinner and 
a little chat over the coffee. Curfew 
equnda at ten o'clock.
